These two b ra n d s of paving are beyond question the 
m o s t economic to be found in the countr y. 
They serve all the purposes of 
a sp h a lt a n d rem edy the defects which asphalt invariably shows. 
E v e ry year dem onstra tes more strongly the fact that plain macadam 
roads a re not worth w h a t they cost. 
U nde r heavy traffic they cut up very 
fast; while under light traffic they ri se in dust in dry w e a th e r or become 
soft and m uddy in wet weather. 
All things considered, it Is by far 
the 
most expensive pave m e nt 
laid in oui city with the exception of asphalt.

recorded on Ju n e 16 and 25, it being 
48 degrees a hove. 
There were only four clear days in 
the month 
the 1st, 2d, 3d, arid 13th— 
the rest being cloudy or partly cloudy 
or rainy. 
The rem ark able significance of the 
w eath er du ring the m o n th lits in Its 
comparison with tho mo n th s of J u n e 
In 1875 and ISM, when the rainfall only 
exceeded that for last month. 
D uring the mon th of June, 1875, the 
rainfall w as 7.25 inches, an d for June, 
1881. it m easure d 7.79 Inches.

m o n th s on record.

Sta te Board of A griculture will include 
the following s u m m a r y of crop condi­ 
tions in M assach usetts, compiled from 
a careful stu d y of the reports of ab out 
170 cor re sp o n d e n t s. 
But little d a m a g e is reported from 
insects, the cold w eath er having held 
m a n y species in check to a consider­ 
able extent. 
Po ta to bugs are the in­ 
sect most commonly reported, but are 
not as plentiful as usual. 
Onion mag 
guts a p p e a rs to be somewhat more pre­ 
valent than usual an d tent caterpillars 
less so. 
Indian corn has seldom been 
In as un sa tis fa cto ry condition at this 
time of year. 
It is reported as smal 
and b a c k w a rd a n d tu rnin g yellow 
in 
m a n y instances. 
The severe d rought 
of May prevented good germinatio n of 
the seed an d It c am e up poorly, m a n y 
fields h av in g to be replanted, conse­ 
quently sho wing a poor and uneven 
stand. 
Since the dro ught was broken 
the excessive rains an d cool a tm o sp h ere 
have kept 
It a t a standstill. 
Much 
w a rm w eath er is needed to bring 
the 
crop forward satisfactorily but with a 
favorable season a reasonably 
good 
crop m a y 
he secured. 
The acreage 
shows a slight general increase for the 
state at large. 
Ensilage corn has not 
been planted in m a n y instances, owing 
to unfav o rab le w e a th er for 
prepa ring 
the soil. 
H a y in g had not begun at the

dull, 
rainy w e a th e r preventing. 
The heavy 
rains h av e sta rte d grass growing well

is late In s t a r ti n g and m a n y m e ad o w s 
will be too wet to cut for some time 
The rains have gre atly benefitted grass 
roots and with timely rains in future 
a good second crop m a y be expected. 
The re t u r n s indicate th a t the acreage 
of forage crops will be considerably in ­ 
creased in an effort to supply the d e­ 
ficiency in the h a y crop, but few have 
been put In as yet, because the rains 
have m ade it impossible to prepare the 
soil.

frost, then much shortened hv drought, 
while the ra ins came at a time to rot 
a large proportion of the crop on the 
vines. 
Prices have generally ranged 
high for such berries as could be se c u r­ 
ed. 
Raspberries, blackberries an d c u r ­ 
ra n ts 
promise well. 
Pears, cherries 
an d plums promise only light crops In 
the ag gregate, and there will be p r a c ­ 
tically no peaches. 
Apples set well for 
a n o n -b e a r in g year and there are few 
com plaints of 
their dropp ing badly. 
Wild berries promise well.

Germans, thoug h Engli sh men are tak- 
ng some interest in it. 
Three years 
ago the G e rm a n Colonial Agricultural 
Committee began a series of ex p e ri­ 
m e n ts In Togoland in the cultivation 
of cotton u n d e r the direction of e x ­ 
perts from America. 
Men and m a - 
hinery were secured from Tuskegee, 
and the w ork was begun on a con si d­ 
erable scale.

monial to the man who above all for­ 
eigners holds a warm place In the 
hearts of sport loving Am erican people. 
“Game and square’’ is the universal 
verdict passed upon Sir Thomas, who, 
after two signal reverses, has em bark­ 
ed smilingly upon another expedition 
to hunt for the cup. 
The titled sports­ 
man's lifelong endeavor has been to 
deserve such a verdict, and if he has in­ 
cidentally succeeded in amassing a for­ 
tune that runs far in the millions so 
much the better, as his success serves 
but to emphasize the truth of the old 
adage, “ Honesty is the best policy." 
Fo r be it remembered that there was 
a time when Sir Thom as’ arrival in 
this country would not have been no­ 
ticed by so much as a line In any one 
of the thousands of newspapers that 
spread the gospel of information from 
one end of the United States to the 
other. 
Indeed, his original appearance 
in Am erica was in the role of a miser­ 
ably clothed, half fed boy who had run 
aw ay from his Glasgow home to seek 
a 
fortune 
in 
the 
new 
world. 
Sir 
Thomas was not “ horn in the purple.” 
H is parents were respectable but poor 
Irish

had emigrated 
to 
Scotland in the hope of improving their 
condition, and It was in a humble Scot­ 
tish home that Sir Thomas first saw 
the light of day. 
He was a dreamer In his boyhood, 
was Sir Thomas, but In the background 
of his dreams was a determination to , 


make them come true. 
This It was 
that drove him from his first vocation— 
a messenger boy at a weekly stipend of

cents—to 
seek 
wealth 
in

fur 
country. 
H e was not yet fifteen, but 
he had already developed the charac­ 
teristics of persistency and self reliance 
that 
were 
so 
largely 
to 
shape 
his 
career. 
St* he took the bit in his teeth 
and without a word to those at home 
took passage In the steerage of a trans- j 


atlantic liner. H e landed at New York | 
and ultim ately drifted to South Faro- I 
llna, where he worked for a time on 
a rice plantation. 
Hut the fortune for 
which he longed seemed as far a w a y ! 
as ever, and Sir Thomas became a 1 
wanderer again. 
F in a lly he stowed ( 
himself 
aw ay on a coasting 
vessel 
bound from Charleston to New York, | 
where he worked at whatever he could 
find to do until, sick at heart, he gave i 


up the battle In Am erica and sailed 
for home. H e was discouraged, but not 
beaten, and he had withal gained that 
which he could never have acquired in 
his 
native 
town—the 
knowledge 
of 
Am erican 
enterprise 
and 
Am erican 
methods. 
He had learned that the secret of suc­ 
cess In business lay In advertising. 
Hut 
one must have something to sell. 
A c­ 
cordingly when “ Tom m y" got home he 


I persuaded his parents to Intrust him 
with their small savings—some $400— 
and proceeded to open a little provision 
store. 
Here was the first grand oppor- 
, tunlty of ids life. 
He tells us that he 
worked twenty-five hours out of every 
twenty-four, but this might have a va il­ 
ed him nothing had he not hit on the ex­ 
cellent Idea of sending a drove of hogs 
through tile streets of Glasgow bearing 
I labels which announced that they were 


Intended for l.ipton’s store. Public curl- 
osit> was aroused and p a t r o n a g e soon 
began

rapidly.

“ Tom m y" was obliged to open another 
store and he has been opening stores 
ever since, until today he controls be­ 
tween four and fixe hundred and car­ 
ries thousands of people on his pay roll. 
A great change tills from the days 
when he took down arid put up his own 
shutters, was his own salesman and 
his own delivery wagon. 


H e Is a big fellow, is Sir Thomas, In 
more ways than one. 
He Is tall, with

dered all the more pleasing by a touch 
of “ burr."

of him that 
there la no one more ready to recog­ 
nize merit In others. 
This character­ 
istic is well exemplified by an Incident 
In one of his London stores. Sir Thomas 
was going through it on a tour of in­ 
spection when a new salesman who did 
not know him noticed that Hlr Thomas 
was about to leave the store without 
making a purchase. 
At once he has­ 
tened after the “ grocery knight" and re­ 
quested him to examine a certain brand 
of cheese 
The next thing Hir Thomas 
knew he was tasting the sample offered 
him. 
Fo r a Joke he ordered tile sales­ 
man lo send a cheese to his house, and 
when the beaming purveyor asked him 
for

and 
address 
gravely 
stated them to the horror of the man 
behind the counter and the amusement 
of those standing near by.

"T he lesson for th e o th er portion of 
th e nation to learn is that both in 
the m ak in g and in th e execution the 
sam e law should be m ad e to apply to 
th e negro as to th e w hite m an.

(’o u tinn­ 
ing he said: 
“ Not one of the textile council offi­ 
cers hav e been taken back and all 
oth ers who were in any way prom i­ 
nent in the fight have been discrimin­ 
ated against. 
The majority 
of 
us 
ha ve asked for our Jobs and have been 
turned" down, 
“ In some cases the superintendent 
or overseer said that our places had 
been tilled and In oth er cases we were 
told th a t our work wats not ready for 
us. but th a t we would be (ailed upon 
os soon as the* de partm e nts th a t we 
depended upon for material got caught 
up. 
“These d e p a rtm en ts have long ainee 
got ca ught up. but we have not heard 
from the mills. 
“ I unders ta nd that the agents have 
m a d e their boasts 
that 
th ey would 
wreck the textile council, 
lf that is 
their endeavor I think they have gone 
about it In a very poor way. 
"T hey were not content with uncon­ 
ditional surre nder but they w ant to 
force the union out of existence and 
drive us out of town. 
W e were hon­ 
orable and law abiding all through the 
fight an d every cotton mill agent In 
the city of Lowell said In the begin ­ 
ning of th e trouble and repeated It 


when the fight w as In progress and 
Im mediately 
before 
the 
fight 
was 
called oil that we would not be d is­ 
criminated against. 
“The agents have kept their word in 
this as well as they have In everything 
else 
it is simple foolishness to place anj 
reliance on anything they say or to take 
uny stock In their promises 
“They cannot break the textile council 
any more than they could break the At­ 
lantic cable 
The show of nnlmosity that 
they are exhibiting toward vim won double 
upon them in Hie mills 
The strikers who 
were taken bark were not broken in spirit 
and the> will show to tin' agents that al 
though defeated they are still willing and 
aide to tight 
Ultimately it will bo to our 
advantag. if the agents continue to pur­ 
sue tin 
course that they have mapped 
nut 
Thev have broken every promise 
and h i r e Illustrated not only to flu* nper 
ntlves but to the public that tfiej are not 
to lie trusted.’* 
The executive committee of the textile 
council met this afternoon and transacted 
routine business. 
The meeting was fshly 
well attended and 
the 
attitude 
of tho 
agents was freely discussed 
President Conroy when asked bv The 
Hun reporter lf the agents were unjustly 
discriminating, snld: 
"I don’t know of a single union officer 
that has been taken bai k 
Tlvnl’s a bit 
significant, isn’t ll? I went to the Massa 
chuse!ta and asked for my lot* and was 
told that my place had been tilL • I 
Other 
officers and delegates to the textile coun­ 
cil have been treated In a like manner. 
You mav lie able to Anil a softer name 
for this than discrimination but I can't."

PATIENT 61 YEARS OF AGE.

VIENNA, July 3 Medical circles hers 
are greatly interested in a report coinniu* 
Bleated to the Viennese Society of Phy­ 
sicians and road at a recent meeting of 
the irneprial academy of science to tha 
effect that a long standing case of cancer 
was cured by radium rays at the clinia 
of the late Prof. Gussenbauer. 
The pa­ 
tient, who was 61 years of age, had long 
suffered from cancer of the palate and 
lip and had repeatedly been operated upon 
fruitlessly until the autumn of 1992, when 
the physicians of the Viennese hospital 
declared it absolutely useless to operate 
again. One physician determined as a last 
resort to try radium rays and treated 
tho afflicted parts by exposing them to 
the light of radium bromide, the strong­ 
est radium preparation in existence. 
Ho 
was rewarded by a gradual and complete 
disappearance of the tumor. 
Physicians at the same meeting report­ 
ed that radium rays had cured a case of 
melanosarcOma, a tumor 
containing a 
black or other dark coloring matter and 
sev< rn! cases of red mole.

t h a t drove him from his first voca tio n— 
a mes seng er boy at a weekly stipend of

F o r a Joke he ordered the sales­ 
man to send a cheese to his house, and

I st ate d th e m to the horror of the m an 
behind the co unte r and the amusement 
of those sta n d in g near by. 
Next day 
the sa le sm an received notice that his 
; salary had been doubled. 
It was a

served Sir T h o m a s himself so well— 
persistency'. 
It was this sa m e persistency that led 
him to ta k e u p yacht racing.

he was a little ragged boy of ten Sir 
T h o m as used to sit on the Glasgow 
docks and w a tc h the vessel* on the 
I broad t ’lyde. 
He was part icul arly In­ 


terested In the yachts, and one night 
he told bis mother th a t when he was 
a m a n he Intended to have the finest 
y a c h t money could buy. 
The years 
rolled on and yachting continued to 
fascinate him, but 
he felt th a t his 
time was too occupied to allow him to 
do more than take a d a y off now and 
again a n d attend a regatta.

his 
promise to the little ragged boy and 
Anally the day carne when lie deemed 
himself at liberty to keep it. 
In this, 
as in everything he undertakes, Sir 
T h o m a s has been a

Impelled King E dw a rd to make him a 
baronet last year. 
One of his benefac­ 
tions is the Alexandra T rust restau­ 
rant, where the poor m a y obtain meals 
a t a trifling cost. 
Although Sir T hom as Is a bachelor 
he leads an ideal home life at Osldge, 
S o u t h g a t e , a few miles from London, 
driving to Ilia office in the city every 
day. The house is an artistic medley of 
broad halls, lofty rooms, cozy nooks 
and big fireplaces, a nd visitors leave 
with an exalted opinion of w ha t bache­ 
lors ca n achieve in tile way of house­ 
keeping. 
There la nothing formal in a 
dinner at Osldge, s i r T hom a s prefer­ 
ring, when he en te rta ins on a large 
acale, to do go a t a London restaurant 
or a t his club, the Marlborough.
